Two Broome Community 
College graduates have been 
named tocoach winter sports 
at the college. John Kopalek 
will guide the Hornet 
wrestling team, and Gerry 
Hlopko will coach the 
women’s basketball squad. 

Kopalek was an_ out- 
standing wrestler at BCC 
and then at the State 
University College at Buf- 
falo. This is his first head 
coaching position, but he has 
had previous wrestling 
coaching experience at 
Windsor and Chenango 
Valley High Schools and at 
the SUNY College at Buffalo. 

He is a 1971 graduate of 
BCC who is now teaching in 
the Windsor School System. 
He succeeds Bill Beston, who 
resigned last spring after 
eight seasons at the Hornets’ 
wrestling helm. 

Hlopko, who graduated 
from BCC in 1975, made a 
successful head coaching 
debut last spring when he 
guided the Hornet’s women’s 
softball team to a season 
record of 14 wins and 5 
losses. His club also finished 
fourth in the regional 
tournament. 

He teaches accounting at 
BCC and succeeds Jim 
Abbott, who stepped down 
last spring after five years in 
the position. 

Hlopko is a_ former 
Johnson City High: School 
and CYO League player, 
who suffered a pre-season 
injury at BCC that prevented 
him from playing for the 
Hornets. His father, also 
named Gerry but nicknamed 
Murph, was a starter for the 
basketball Hornets in the 
early 1950’s.

New 
Computer 
Equipment 


Broome Community 
College is installing its new 
computer equipment over 
the weekend - a $418,000 DEC 
System 1091 to replace its 
six-year-old DEC System 
1040. 

The new computer will 
greatly expand the college’s 
ability to handle its in- 
creased instructional and 
administrative needs, as 
well as those of Broome 
County’s Departments of 
Social Services and Public 
Works. These two county 
departments also use the 
college-based computer. 

‘The $418,000 cost of the 
new computer comes from 
several different sources- 
$228,000 from the college’s 
1979-80 budget, $130,000 from 
a State Vocational 
Education grant, and $60,000 
from the resale of the old 
DEC System 1040, to use 
round numbers. 

The new computer will 
double the memory capacity 
of the old one, it has a speed 
that is almost five times as 
great, and it increases the 
number of simultaneous 
users by about 50 per cent— 
from 54 to 80. 

It is easier and less costly 
to maintain, consumes less 
power, and requires less 
space to house it. These are 
just some of the ways in 
which it enables BCC to stay 
abreast of the latest 
technology in the computer 
field, according to Steven 
Carol, director of the BCC 
Computer Center. 

He also pointed out that 
the new tape drives can store 
twice as much data in the 
same space as the old one, 
and do it in half the time. 

“We're fortunate to have 


this level of computer 
technology,’’ said BCC 
President Donald W. 


Beattie. ‘‘And now our ob- 
jective over the next few 
years is to add a sufficient 
number of professional 
computer programmers to 
develop the software to cope 
with the current and future 
needs and challenges here at 
BCC.” 

The increased use of the 
computer in industry and 
business has led to a much 
greater emphasis. in 
teaching computer 
technology and program- 
ming languages at BCC, 
observed-Carol. 

The college’s Electrical 
Technology, Chemical 
Technology and Engineering 
Science programs _ include 
more computer instruction 
than a few years ago, Carol 
said. And he pointed out that 
BCC has—added three 
programs in computer 


studies this fall— Computer _ 
Science, Data Processing: - 


Business, and Data 
Processing: Technical. 

The new computer will 
also enable the college to 
teach an additional 
programming language— 
APL. This brings, to 11 the 
number of programming 
languages available at BCC, 
which has the best academic 
computer facilities of any

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Student Troubled 
Over Financial Aid 


Dear Editor: 


I hope you will print this 
letter, as the subject is a 
matter of concern to a good 
portion of the student body. 
I'm sure that my particular 
case is just an example of 
many of the problems 
caused by the inadequacies 
of the Financial Aid Dept. of 
this school. 

Before all due dates my 
applications for TAP and 
BEOG were submitted and 
soon thereafter I received 
notification of my awards 
being 100 and 544 per 
semester respectively. 
Great, so far no problems. 

The next pertinent event 
was the chaotic registration 
day that I was forced to 
attend as my fall course list, 
submitted in the spring, had 
been somehow “misplaced” 
by school offices. Upon 
paying my term bill and 
presenting my award notices 
along with a $2500 Student 
Loan, the Finance Office 
caused another mix-up by 
taking the total amount for 
enrollment out of my laon 
check instead of using my 
TAP award as part of the 
fee. The woman at the 
window was somewhat 


flustered when I also 
presented a new awards 
notice from TAP that raised 
my award to 140 a semester. 
As to that aspect, I won't 
know until the checks come, 
if the Finance Office 
managed to rerecord my 
TAP correctly. 


For awhile things were 
fine until I received a notice 
from the Financial Aid office 
Stating I needed to come in 
immediately. So, I made an 
appointment and met with 
one of the personnel. He 
informed me that through an 
error of the Financial Aid 
Office I was overfunded. 
This resulted because of 
their failure to determine 
this fact when my award 
applications were first 
submitted to that office. As a 
result I was obligated to sign 
a form stating that-I must 
repay over $900 of my loan. 
He said there would be no 
specified date of repayment 
as it would be unnecessary to 
make such a payment until 
my assistance’ checks 
arrived. So, as a result of the 
Financial Aid Offices 
inability to screen ap- 
plications a partial loan 
repayment is needed. 


The Employee’s

October 6-10, 1980 was 
designated Handicapped 
Awareness Week. Its pur- 
pose was to make people 
aware of- the problems 
facing people with physical 
disabilities. Activities on 
campus were sponsored by 
Mrs. Mary Schum, Coor- 
dinator for the Handicapped, 
and the Counseling 
Department in conjunction 
with the Rehabilitation 
Council of Broome County. 

During the week there 
were films shown on campus 
in Psychology, Human 
Potential, Drama, Medical 
Assistant and Medical 
Records classes. Several 
films were shown to the 
campus at large. On Wed- 
nesday, October 8, the film 
Be Aware of Deafness was 
presented by Alice Beard- 
sley and Carl Earwood of the 
National Technical Institute 
for the Deaf, Rochester, New 
York. Their presentation 
included an awareness of 
what deafness is and also 
methods of teaching and 
working with deaf students 
in and out of the classroom. 
Both used sign language in 
their presentation. Ms. 
Beardsley has been deaf 
since of the age of five; Mr. 
Earwood has been deaf since 
birth. 

Other films used were A 
Different Approach, 
Wheelchairs, and What Is 
Blindness. A_ Different 


Approach elicited many 
favorable 


comments: 


Week 


“Handicapped are like us; 
why do we treat them dif- 
ferently?”’ and “‘Boy, has my 
attitude changed.” 

There was a handicapped 
display at the C.C. Tyrell 
Learning Resources Center. 
Handicaps such as blindness 
and being in a wheel chair 
were simulated by members 
of the Faculty, Ad- 
ministration, and Students 
here at Broome Community 
College, SUNY Binghamton, 
and political officials of 
Broome County. : 

Two groups went to th 
Binghamton Public Library 
where the Kurzweil Machine 
was demonstrated for them. 
The Kurzweil Machine is for 
the use’ of the blind and 
translates the printed word 
into oral language. 
Everyone was impressed by 
the machine, a boon to the 
blind. 

Mrs. Schum pointed out 
that people with physiceal 
disabilities are made han- 
dicapped by the obstacles 
placed in their lives by an 
unthinking society: buttons 
in an elevator placed out of 
reach for a person in a wheel 
chair, or ramps made too 
steep for safe nagivation of a 
wheel chair, for instanee. 
Perhaps the hardest to bear 
is the ostracism. the han- 
dicapped must face. People 
tend to avoid the han- 
dicapped. 

Hopefully the activities of 
Handicapped Awareness” 
Week. made a few of us more 
sensitive to the handicapped 
and their particular needs.

“‘Alas, poor Shakespeare, (I thought) I knew him well.” 

When I was in high school, all our Literature classes were 
herded to a local production of Shakespeare's ‘‘Hamlet.”’ 
For a bunch of unsophisticated clods, we were generally 
pretty quiet through the whole show until some very Serious 
actor proclaimed “Something is rotten in the State of 
Denmark.” 

Two hundred kids laughed out loud. We had heard that 
line so many times that it was funny, not dramatic. 

Shakespeare lines echo all over our vocabulary. They 
creep into our lives in strange places - in jokes and ads, for 
example. What lines do you say? Have you heard: 

“To be, or not to be, that is the question” 

“Alas, poor Yorick, I knew him well’ 

“All's well that ends well” - 

“Hoist by his own petar (d)” 

“OQ Romeo, Romeo! Wherefore art thou Romeo?” 

“Ay, there’s the rub.” 

What's unusual about many of Shakespeare’s lines is that 
our uses and understandings of them, generally have 
nothing to do with what they meant to Shakespeare and his 
16th Century theatre goers. 

Residing in our Reference section are several books 
which should help any dedicated scholar make sense of 
what means what. Two are Shakespeare’S Lexicon ref. 
PR2892.S4. 1968.2V and Shakespeare’S Bawdy ref. PR2892. 
P27. 1969. 

Strangely they disagree, slightly, perhaps, about what 
Shakespeare meant to say. For example in Lexicon 
“disport” means “to amuse one’s self.” In Bawdy, 
“‘disport”’ is “amorous play.” 

In Lexicon, ‘false’ is “not true’, 
“misrepresenting the truth.” 
“sexually unfaithful.” 

In Lexicon, ‘‘glow’’ is “to shine with heat without a 
flame.” In Bawdy‘‘glow” is ‘‘toa be warm with the ardour of 
love or the heat of lust.” 

Finally in Lexicon, ‘‘mad’”’ means “disordered in the 
mind, insane,” or ‘‘besides one’s self.’’ In Bawdy, ‘‘mad’’ is 
simply ‘‘infatuated, madly in love’. 

So when you study the theatre of Shakespeare, read 
carefully. There may be many words and phrases that may 
not mean what you think they mean. When Shakespeare’s 
characters ‘‘disport,’’ “glow” become “‘mad’’, and are 
“false” they may be actually having a very interesting 
time.

The Sunlight Dialogues 


A play by John Bielenberg 
Adapted from the Novel by John Gardner 
Review by Millie Crandall 


In “The Sunlight Dialogues” an anarchist-philosopher - 


known as ‘‘The Sunlight Man” relates his reflections on law 
and order to the Chief of Police, Fred Clumly, who stands 


_for reason and justice as a servant of the people. 


“Sunlight Man”’ remains a man of mystery, a magician 
of sorts, and in one scene is a God-like figure preaching 
from a church pulpit. He delivers metaphoric dialogues to 
Clumly, speaking in riddles. A man of disorder whose 
statements are profoundly tumultuous, convinces that he 
makes more sense than all of society’s dictates. 
“Sunlight shows things as they are;”’ hold fast to that 
double entendre, it is the key to the entire play! 

The Sunlight Man has been arrested and is being held at 
the Police Department in Batavia, New York, for-the crime 
of painting LO V E on the highway, and refusing to identify 
himself properly by name. Different? Of course he is dif- 
ferent! Therefore he is a fundamental evil, and considered 
dangerous to an establishment that knows only how to 
handle the hardened and identifiable criminal. He is surely 
a man to be feared by those who need to conform to today’s 
norms and standards. 


Dionesian in concept, he would have us deny what is law 


and order today. His pain suffered in past tragedy has set 
him apart and made him free-a man no longer to be judged 
by today’s conventional rules and regulations. His presence 
onstage, indicated by wind chimes and ‘‘Jaws’’-like 
musical notes, add to the mystique that like the “‘collective 
unconscious’”’ he pops up with thoughts that surprise at odd 
moments, giving one an uneasiness. At times, his name is 
mentioned, his presence felt due to these sound effects, but 
he is not seen. 

Police Chief Clumly, on the other hand, represents 
society who insists there must be reason behind all actions. 
He is a disillusioned man, unable to apply his value 
judgements of the past to the world in which he now is. 
Time has passed him by, stranded him, cheated him. He 
sees everything that happens as a ‘‘Sign of the Times,” and 
can barely cope with today; there will be no tomorrow for 
him. There is a duality in the way law enforcement is 
depicted - his sincerity is just put up with by those on the 
force whom he controls, yet pressure from above con- 
stantly unnerves him. 

“The Sunlight Man” played by John Wilson, and Police 
Chief Clumly by Bill Gorman, are the two roles opposite as 
night is to day. They are both excellent, experienced in 
their art, comfortable in their portrayals, with an ease 
onstage that belies the energies needed to perform these 
difficult roles. A large supporting cast complemented 
them, with Janet Normile as Millie Hodge being notable. 

There is.much discordant music accompanying ap- 
propriate discordant action of the play, with the effect of 
strengthening the mood of disharmony. The Original music 
was composed, arranged and conducted by Susan J. Peters, 


played by the SUNY Orchestra; at times it gained in ‘. 


strength and took more than a subordinate position. 


The settings were massive. One could not help but be j 


absorbed by the movements of the raked sets when rolled 
away on s ve They were, indeed, an undertaking, and 
more than adequate background. As such, they drew some 
attention from the impact of the play. 

“Sunlight Dialogues’”” has an abundance of material 
relative to life in Batavia, New York, and is important from 
the Sociological viewpoint, as well as from the 
psychological and archetypal approach to literature. 

It leaves one with the thought in mind, that law and order 
will win in the end, - or is it law and disorder?

It’s opening night of the new play in the Little Theatre at 
BCC. We buy our ticket, enter the theatre, and receive our 
program. We sit down and wait for the show to begin. 

For Tom Mangino, the Set Construction Supervisor, it 
began two months ago when he designed the sets. He then 
had his crew build the sets planned on paper, painted them, 
and lighting was finally set-up, by Bill Tiesi. ~ 

Let’s talk to a few of the actors and actresses from past 
productions that are here for this performance, sitting 
nearby. 


Carolyn Ellis, who played Mrs. Martin in ‘‘The Bald 
Soprano” last semester, and Granny in ‘‘Marigolds”’ this 
year, is here; “You want to know what it’s like to be in a 
play? Icantell you that! Rehearsals are two months long! 
I dread them! The technicalities, lines, waiting for 
everyone to develop their character, but the last week 
before the show,—that’s when I feel a certain positive 
energy, and that makes it all worthwhile. I just look for- 
ward to performing then and relating to the audience.” 
When asked if she got very nervous before going on, she 
said, ‘‘No, I never get excited - but I just can’t wait to get 
out there - it’s a wonder they can manage to keep me in the 
wings until time for my entrance!” , 

Kathy Powell, The Bride in “Blood Wedding,” Nov. 1979, 
continues with, ‘I liked getting past the technicalities like 
memorizing and blocking scenes, too, to BE the person on 
stage, and to be comfortable in the part. a 

H.J. Simon, Leonardo i in ‘‘Blood Wedding,” likes being 


in a play because, “All my thoughts are positive at that 
time. Once I was worried about the demands of the 
Director, but then I found I liked the discipline; being in the 
play was fun, and entertaining a big thrill. I also found I had 
fun kissing the Bride in Blood Wedding?” 

Dennis McKeon, who played Pozo - in “Waiting for 
Godot,’’ September of 1979 - feels, “It’s a great experience 
to completely remove yourself from the total being of what 
you are and where you stand in life; to put yourself into a 
different dimension and be able to totally involve yourself 
with another personality - and then, why does it have to 
end?” 

We ask Chris DeAngelis about the final curtain of the 
play. “Oh, I don’t think of it at that moment, because I’m 
still in character - it’s like coming up out of water. You're 
still wet - takes a while to dry off. Sometimes it doesn’t 
really hit me until the next day. I anticipate its ending. 
Sometimes there’s a let-down feeling. More often, for me, a 
relief that we did it as we planned and then the feeling of 
accomplishment. I almost cried when we received the 
standing ovation in ‘‘Marigolds” - it was jarring, because it 
rips you out of character. We knew we had succeeded in 
moving the audience. It was a very special moment.” 

Mr. Gormley, who played Lucky in ‘‘Waiting for Godot,” 
feels differently about that final curtain. ‘‘I feel depressed 
because I have lived with a character that I grew to like and 
now I must put him away, probably forever, and some of 
myself goes too!” 

The curtain is about to go up on “‘The Servant of Two 
Masters.”’ Let’s sit back and enjoy the performance. That’s 
all we have to do- and then applaud!

Go On & On!

WE at BCC have quite a 
time trying to get decent bus 
service, and one wonders 
why this should be so. It 
would seem to be to the best 
interests of the County as a 
whole that good service was 
provided to and from the 
campus, not only during the 
day, but also at night. 
Usually there is adequate 
to SUNY 
Binghamton (Harpur) and 
beside that we have the OCC 
bus service there, too. But in 
the Summer, the Broome 
Transit over there isn’t too 
great at evening, & here 
practically nonexistent. 

In the daytime, of course, 
the service is needed in the 
morning and from 3 p.m. on. 
It baffles me as to why, (a.) 
any bus to BCC should have 
to be overcrowded either in 
the morning or evening, and 
tb.) why a second section 
can’t be provided at 3.05 
p.m. to avoid such over 
crowding and students being 
stranded till 4:05. There’s no 
reason why there can’t be a 
regular half hour service 
during the day to & from 
BCC. 

In the evening, when we 
have many Continuing 
Education courses, as nearly 
half the student body is part 
time or taking evening 
classes, one wonders why 


the bus service is so wret- 


ched. The last class ends at 
10 p.m. but people are ex- 
pected to wait until 10 
minutes to 11 p.m. It would 
seem more realistic to have 
buses at ten minutes after 
the hour, thus affording 
students time to get from 
their classrooms to the bus 
stop. Since some classes end 
on the half hour, it seems 
reasonable to expect bus 
service from the campus at 
40 minutes after the hour, 
too. But, even if only on the 
hour, the schedule should be 
realistic. Also, consideration 
must be given to departure 
times downtown as well as 
arrival times from BCC 
downtown. 


Many BCC students are 
cross registered at SUNY 
and vice versa. This means 
there is a real need for 
adequate schedules and 
connections to and from both 
campuses. By luck I get 
downtown on that 3:10 down 
and make connection with 
the SUNY Leroy bus over to 
class there on time! What 
about the student who has to 
get from SUNY toa class at 
BCC on time? 


Another consideration 
comes before us. We sure 
have a real parking problem 
at BCC. Many drive cars to 
class because either they 
reside outside any bus route 
or because they can’t depend 
on the rather weird present 
schedule. With gasoline 
prices what they are today, 
most students would prefer 
to leave the old Bug or 
Toyota at home and save a 
few bucks. Most would 
rather ride the bus if there’s 
any sort of bus service that 
meets the needs of the 
students and faculty. 


I can see the common 
sense of cutting bus service 
to say, 5 or six times a day, 
during the holidays, or 
periods between the end of 
the Spring and Summer, and 
between the Summer & Fall 
semesters, but not during 
class sessions. (Last year, 
after the Spring term ended, 
we were treated to the half 
hour schedule of empty 
buses, and then when the 
Summer Semester started, 
they cut the service back to 
only a few times a day! Now, 
someone really wasn’t 
thinking; they had the 
proverbial cart before the 
horse!) We needed the buses 
during the Summer 
Semester, not when there 
wasn’t any classes. Now we 
have classes and get 
inadequate service during 
the day and barely none at 
night at all. 

Enrollment has increased 
at BCC and SUNY, and BCC 
has quite an evening student 
body, replete with Evening

Recalling
